ern Uicmselvus 

With this record of failure before tiiem 
it waa not atrauge that the founders of 
our present Government entered upon their 
task with exceeding caution and some 
mistrust They fell within their boamue a 
eomoousnea* that the people were (apable 
of ruling themselves— that no crow mG era 
peror or king, no better in any re- 
spect than the real of the people, was es- 
sential to the well being of society , or tl»e 
happiness of the masses They lelt in 
their beans that the system of government 
prevalent in Luropean oatious aud through 
out the old world, whereby uoe tuan, per- 
haps inferior alike iu Intellect and virtua 
to thousands of his subjects, waa ounati- 
tuted the arbiter ol their destinies, was ab- 
normal unnatural, and oppressive. Feel-

i.n bend hoar it waa possible that, with an 
organic law determining the bounds of ex 
ecutive, judicial, kgialative and popular 
prerogatives, there could be anything like 
failure. Impressed with such ideas, uud 
influenced by such considerations, they act 
t Lemuel ves to work for the craation of a 
government that should last for all time. 
Our present system of government, or 
rather the system that prevailed before the 
dayaof KadiutliAn. waa the result of their 
labors. The separate communities or 
butts* were left free and aovvn-ign to reg- 
ulate their own affairs, aud to secure tran- 
quillity and justice iu tin- iuU-rvocial rcia 
tions of the people, lh« central power un- 
dertaking ouly tu guarantee that thr gov- 
ernment of each of thane Bute* should be 
republican in form Authority was vested 
in the federal government for the manage, 
tuent of certain interests general to the 
people of all the States, and for the regula- 
tion of intercourse with foreign nation- 
Thus it was deemed that the strongest, the 
freest and most permanent government 
might be eeiablislied.
